Prominent Western Can- 
ada Newspaperman 


Passes Away 


CALGARY, March 20—Prom- 
inent western Canada newspaper 
publisher and financier, George 
M. Bell, president and managing 
director of the Albertan Publish- 
ers’ Limited, died in hospital here 
last night after a brief iliness. 
He was in his 52nd year. Death 
followed an attack of influenza, 
complicated by a heart ailment 

Publisher of the Albertan, the 
only morning newspaper in Alberta 
and official publication of the 
Social Credit movement in this 
province, he had been a resident of 


Calgary since 1926. He was closely | 


associated with mining and oil de- 
velopments in western Canada, and 
pigneered in Alberta and British 
Columbia oil and gold fields, 


BORN IN BRANDON 


Born in Brandon, Manitoba, Mr. 
Bell spent his boyhood in his na- 
tive province, where his father was 
a pioneer, a member of the legis- 
lature and Saskatchewan's first 
minister of telephones. 

Starting his career as a railway 
mail clerk, Mr. Bell rose rapidly in 
the service and at an early age be- 
came _ assistant postmaster at 
Regina, Sask. Later he resigned to 
enter business, becoming well 


known throughout the west in the | 


insurance trade. He also Jaunched 
out in several other business enter- 
prises and early in the century was 


interested in the supervision § of 
paving contracts in Calgary and 
Edmonton. 


ENTERED PRESS FIELD 
In Saskatchewan he entered the 


newspaper field in 1920 when he 
became president of the Leader 
Publishing Company of Regina 


and in 1922 president of the Star 
Publishing Company, Saskatoon 
His newspaper interests were fur- 
enlarged when he became 
associated with S. L. Ross, of Re- 
gina in founding and publishing the 
Northern Mail at The Pas, Man- 
itoba. In 1926 he became president 
and

Married at Brandon in 1908, Mr. 
Bell is survived by his widow, two 
sons and two daughters. His son 
Max Bell, is business manager of 
the Albertan 


AIDED OIL DEVELOPMENT 

Next to his activity as a publisher, 
Mr. Bell found his greatest interest 
in recent years in the development 
of natural resources in western Can- 
ada When he took up residence 
in Calgary, the possibilities of oil 
developments in Alberta were just 
being glimpsed. He aided in the 
development of Turner Valley and 


other fields. He held directorates 
in several important oil drilling 
companies. 

He also was interested in gold- 
property development. A company 
in which he was interested did 


much exploration in the Cranbrook 
B.C., district and he was associated 
in a company that did considerable 
work in Two Brothers Valley in 
northern British Columbia. 

Many times Mr. Bell was urged 
to seek public office in some field 
or another, but he always refused 
He said he preferred to stick to his 
business. 

The publisher had been a mem- 
ber of the Masonic Order for a long 
time and was a Shriner. He was

Annual Driver’s License is 
Compulsory in New 
Legislation 


Automobile drivers’ licenses 
which have been or are issued prior 
to April 1, of the present year, will 
expire on that date and from then 
on licenses will be issued annually, 
according to a provision in a bill 
to amend the Vehicles and High- 
way Traffic Act, introduced into 
the legislature by Hon. Ernest C. 


Manning, provincial secretary 
| All automobile drivers will be 
required to take out licenses as 


from April 1 and they will expire 
on March 31, 1937, after which new 
licenses will be issued. 

Although no provision has been 
included in the bill as to cost of 
| licenses, indications from the gov- 
ernment have been that the fee 
would be set at $1 a year. 

The amending bill also provides 
for a change in the automobile lic- 
ense year which will become effece 
tive as from April 1, 1937. Auto 
licenses issued for this year will 
expire on Dec, 31 and special per- 
mits will be issued for the first 
three months of 1937 at a pro rata 
cost to those who desire to drive 
ears for the first quarter of the 
year 

The bill also includes provision 
for surrender to any judge, magis- 
trate or justice of the peace of the 
drivers’ licenses of persons convict- 
ed for infractions of the Act and 
those officials are empowered to 
cancel or suspend licenses. On a 
license being suspended or cancel- 
led, it can be returned only at the

SAYING IT OUT LOUD 

The city council of Vancouver has budgeted 
for a deficit of $2,232,134. 

Since it is necessary to account for the 
shortage in some way and make the columns 
add up to the same sum, the revenue side of the 
estimates is swelled by an “anticipated grant” 
from the provincial or federal Governments of 
$1,740,204. The balance, $491,920, represents 
the amount of sinking fund payments which are 
to be deferred. 

Edmonton aldermen will be interested in the 
latter item. They, too, are deferring payments 
to the sinking fund, as they did last year. But 
they do it in a less open and above-board way. 
TI Vancouver council evidently feel nothing 
is to be gained by trying to obscure the facts. 

In this they are right. The more plainly it 
is disclosed that civic budgets will not balance, 
and cannot be made to balance, until interest 
rates are reduced, the more pressure can be 
brought on provincial and federal authorities 
to assist in the refunding which alone can re- 
store actual “balance” in civic finances. 


WHAT IS IT ALL ABOUT? 

Another cable came along from Major 
Douglas on Wednesday, and has been added to 
the files of unpublished correspondence passing 
between the Ministers and their chief recon- 
struction advisor. 

“Other sources,” which may or may not be 
well informed, say the Major is now thinking 
more favorably of the idea that he make an- 
other trip to Alberta. What concessions were 
made to induce him to change his mind is not 
indicated. 

Since the Major was very definite a week 
ago that his coming could do nothing toward 
payment of the dividends unless the Govern- 


ment cancelled its tax-boosting budget and kept , 


clear of the Loan Council plan, it may be 
assumed he has been promised some relaxation 
of the “sound money” policy as the price of his 
further services. 

This supposed change of front on the Major's 
part adds another reason why the legislature 
should demand to see the hidden correspondence 
between Edmonton and London covering the 
whole period since the elections. So much 
“backing and filling’ on the part of a man who 
has been very positive that he knew his own 
mind suggests a course of negotiations the public 
ought to know about. 


IGNORING THE “BASIS” 

Most people are probably agreed’ by this 
time that there should be minimum wage rates 
for men, Disclosures made before the “price 
spreads” commission last year supplied evidence 
on that point not to be forgotten. But the bill 
introduced in the provincial legislature has the 
defect that it appears to attack the problem at 
the wrong place. 

A commission is to be created with power to 
set minimum wages in all occupations—ex- 
cepting farm laborers and domestic servants. 
But these are two of the classes of wage- 
earners who most need an official minimum, 
for the reason that they are not organized and 
cannot organize themselves as effectively as 
men in other callings 

It is the unskilled, not the skilled, worker 
who most needs the protection of a minimum 
Moreover, the wages he gets largely 
determine the amount of employment that will 
be available to artisans and other wage-earners. 
The law can set the wage which a carpenter 
or a reporter must be paid if he is employed; 
it cannot make anyone give him a job, 

T unskilled laborer is the “basis” of the 
whole wage structure. If he is left out of the 
picture, trying to legislate a definite standard of 
wage-income for skilled men and salaried men 
is like trying to build a house without first con- 
structing a foundation,

THls ONLY WAY 


Mr. Magor gave the Government some ex- 
cellent advice on Wednesday, via the indirect 
route. He told the public accounts ¢smmittee 
of the legislature the “best and most practical” 
method of refunding the provincial debt is to 
enlist the assistance and support of the Dom- 
ion in putting through the operation 

At that, he stated the case mildly. He might 
have said that is the only possible way to do it. 

The province could repudiate its debts 
without any help from Ottawa, and will cer- 
tainly default if it does not get the help, but 
refunding is something it cannot do lene- 
handed. For the reason that nobody would buy 
its replacement bonds; and the further reason 
that federal legislation would almost certainly 
be required to compel holders of the present 
bonds to surrender them. 

There is reason to think this legislation can 
be secured, and will take the form of a general 
act for the reconstruction of the debt structures 
of all the provinces, since all of them are in 
danger of collapsing under the strain. To make 
the reconstruction fair to the present bond- 
holders, the Dominion would have to back the 
new bonds, thus giving the holders added 
security as compensation for the reduction in 
interest rates. 

To go through the motions of fighting Ottawa 
when Dominion assistance is the only thing 
standing between the province and a financial 
break-down may be spectacular, but it is not 
sense.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

Yesterday, this column quoted freely from 
Prof. Ewald Banse’s book “Germany Prepares 
for War,” in throwing light on German plans 
to invade England in the next war. Hitler re- 
warded Prof. Banse for his writings on military 
science by appointing him to the chair of mili- 
tary science at the Bruns- 
wick Technical College. 

The bitter Banse is particu- 
larly bitter against Britain. 
He accuses her of deliberately 
prolonging the Great War to 
gain a victory, instead of sur- 
rendering at the close of 1914 
according to military rules 
and German calculations. He 
condemns as unheroic the use 
of the British navy to impose 
a blockade of Germany after

the High Seas Fleet had decided not to fight. 


He is most bitter in his denunciation of the 
British use of propaganda as a war weapon. 
Lord Northcliffe, who was of Irish extraction 
and was made a peer nearly ten years before 
the war started, is denounced by Prof Bense 
as “A Jewish newspaper owner of German ex- 
traction who was made a peer for his services.” 
He laments that while the British “have plenty 
of manly courage, their proceedings in war are 
often open to strong criticism. They give the 
impression of embarking on a war in a commer- 
cial spirit and of looking on it merely as an 
occasional unavoidable means of doing busi- 
ness. War as an end, heroism as a moral qual- 
ity they do not understand.” 

He hints that in the next war, the tables 
will be turned and a German fleet will block- 
ade England. 


After confessing that Germany in its war 
aims had misjudged the fighting quality of this 
“nation of traders,” Banse makes another ad- 
mission of error. He says: 


“Of the French, too, we formed a wrong 
estimate. They were supposed by us to be 
degenerate, soft and effeminate. Our rulers 
did not know that the French upper class 
consists of hard-bitten Northerners, who 
know how to impose their authority on the 
masses and maintain it by brute force. The 
Frenchman not only made a nimble and 
skillful soldier ... but he proved a bitter 
and determined foe who well knew that the 
war was a matter of life and death for his 
people and his country.” 

Prof. Banse explains how these northern 
French possess qualities which the German 
ruling classes had thought were the sole pos- 
session of the Teutonic people: 


“There has been Nordic blood in the 
country from the earliest times . . . In later 
times also there has been a constant influx 
of Nordic blood into northern France 
through the planting of Saxon colonists and 
the settlement of the Normans along the 
north-west coast. Its population may be 
regarded as one-third Teutonic.” 

“This Nordic element. . . has succeeded 
in making the other elements in the popula- 
tion completely submissive to its cultural 
and political ideas ... These French Teu- 
tons have retained more of the character 
of the Viking, and have been able consci- 
ously to preserve their essential military 
spirit undimmed in contact with a definitely 


inferior and alien race; whereas the instinct 
of the German Teuton is often rather to 
stick quietly to the ancestral soil. This ac- 
counts for the aggressive, turbulent strain 
in the French character with its sudden 
flashes of energy.” 

Prof, Banse does not spare his praise for the 
moral and military qualities of the Northern 
Frenchman. Compared to the soldiers from 
outhern France he says, “the northerner hav- 
ing so much more Celtic and Teutonic blood in 
him is very much the better soldier. For the 


northern Frenchman, the glory of France and 
its defence comes first; the southerner, when 
put to the acid test, may prefer a quiet life.” 


The proud consciousness of the northern 
French of having led the civilization of the 
world, says Banse, constitutes a national back- 


bone for France “which amount of bitter 
doubt, failure or disappointment, can perman- 
ently affect.” 

After such high praise for the moral and 
martial quality of the northern French, Prof. 
Banse proceeds to unfold the Nazi plans for 
dealing with this third of France's manhood, 
so highly endowed with the qualities that Prof. 
Banse and his kind so richly admire. He says: 

“This Germanic element is France's 
main generator of vital energy ... One of 
the most important tasks for the estab- 
lishment of peace on earth is the weaken- 
ing, nay the extermination, as far as this 
is possible of this Germanic element.” 


no 


The northern French are too German in the 
opinion of this Nazi authority, to permit of any 
hope of peace. Banse the peace-lover, ready to 
exterminate nations to secure peace, must have 
forgot that in a preceding chapter eulogizing the 
war-spirit and deriding the peace-spirit he de- 
scribed the peace-lover thus: 


“He will endure any humiliation in or- 
der to avoid war. His dim, lustrous eye, be- 
tokens servility—which does not rule out 
impertinence—his clumsy body is obviously 
meant for toiling and stooping, his move- 
ments are slow and deliberate.” 


How does Banse and his Nazis propose to 
deal with this admirable third of the people of 
France. Let Banse explain: 


“Ruthlessly conducted wars, which will 
reduce the numbers of this French warrior- 
caste; transportation of detachments of them 
to an eastern Germany of the future, where 
they will soon become Germanized; cross- 
breeding of these that remain with south- 
erners and negroes; progressive limitation 
of population—all these are possible means 
to the decline and fall of France. All the 
wrongs that Old France did to the western 
German in her wars of extermination and 
rapine must be paid back in kind. The 
bloody de-northerning of France must be 
one of the main items of Germany’s pro-

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. O. L. writes: “Will you 
please advise me what to do and what causes 
my stomach to have a reugh raw feeling that 
even seems to come up into my throat? I have 
a burning sensation in the stomach and am very 
nervous and cannot sleep after eating even light 
food such as toast and milk. I have consider- 
able gas on my stomach and my heart beats 
very hard and fast after I have eaten a meal.” 

ANSWER: Your trouble is, at least, gastritis 
and you possibly have the start of a stomach 
ulcer. I do not consider that milk and toast is 
the particularly right diet; however, an exclu- 
sive milk diet should prove helpful in your case. 
By taking eight ounces of raw certified milk 
every hour for a few days, being sure to take 
the milk exactly on the hour, and continuing 
until you go to bed. If this does not relieve 
you cdnsult a good diagnostician and have a 
careful examination made in which X-ray is 
used to determine your present condition. Also 
a careful study of the stomach and intestines 
by means of the fluoroscopic X-ray is advisable 
in order that you may find out exactly how 
these organs are now doing their work. 

QUESTION: Mrs. G. C. X. wants to know: 
“Are there any starchy vegetables besides dried 
beans?” 

ANSWER: Both dried beans and peas con- 
tain considerable amounts of starch. The fol- 
lowing plants have roots, tubers or stems which 
are starchy: Potatoes, sweet potatoes, Jerusa- 
lem artichoke, arrowroot, sago palm, cassava, 
yams, and the large beets, carrots and turnips.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1882, Toronto 
mourned the death of one of its 
greatest clerics, Very Rev. Henry 
James Grasett, M.A. D.D, 
Dean of Toronto, after nearly 
half a century of work for the 
Masier. Ordained to the curacy 
of the cathedral at Quebec in 
1833 he went to Toronto in May, 
1835, upon the invitation of John 
Strachan, then rector of Toronto, 
who wrote that while Quebec 
might then be more important 
than Toronto the day would come 
when Toronto would be far more 
important than Quebec. 

Shortly after his arival he was 
appointed garrison chaplain and 
for many years ministered to the 
soldiers at the old fort, where his

visit was always welcome, for was 
he not the son of a soldier the 
was born at Gibraltar) who 
served with Wellington all 
through the peninsula campaign 
and of a mother who was a 
daughter of a major of Dragoons 
with a fine military record?
